Roosevelt Meets Call To 
_ Serve Country 


-. Washington, July 19. 

Broadcasting. to the Democratic 
Convention, President Roosevelt sald 
thnt he spoke with mixed fcclings in, 
a ‘conflict: between a deep personal 
desire for retiremont and that quite 
visible thing called conscience. Ho 
emphasised that tho swift pace of 
foreign events influenced his decision 
to run for a third term. Ho cx- 
pressed his gratitude tothe Conven- 
tion for thelr cholco of Mr, Wallace 
ng Vice-President, |. att 

Referring to the plons he orlginally 
made to return to private Life at the 
end of. his present term, Mr, Roose- 
velt said: “To-day oll private plons 
have been repealed by ‘the over- 
riding public-danger, We are facing 
one of the greatest choices In history. 
It is tho continuance of civilisation 
os .we, know It versus the ultimate 
destruction of oll we held dear— 
religion against Godlessness: the 
ideal practice Ogainst’ force: moral 
ecency’ versus the firing squad: the 
cournge to speak out and act versus 
the false lullaby of appeascment.” 

Referring to the changing of for- 
eign events which made necessary 
tho extension and adjustment of 
American plans for national defence, 
Mr. Roosevelt said: “National unity. 
in the United States became a crying 
essential in the face of developments 
of unbelievable types of espionage 
and {international treachery." 

“President Roosevelt added that 
thinking solely of the national good 
and the international scene, he came 
“to the reluctant conclusion" that he 
should not mule any statement de-~ 
clining tie nomination until the Con- 
vention met. “It was accordingly 
made'to you within an hour of the 
organisation of this Convention. The 
real ‘decision to be made fn the pre- 
sent circumstances fs not acceptance 
of the nomination, but. rather the 
ullimate willingness to servo if 
chosen by the electorate of the United 
States. No call of Party alone wotld 
have prevalted upon me to accept 
re-election to the Presidency, In 
times like these, times of grent crises, 
the compass of the world narrow: to 
a single fact—the fact. which 
dominates our world is the fact of 
armed uggression, the fact of a suce 
cessful urmed ‘aggression almed at a 
form of Government, a kind of 
society that we in the United States 
have choson and established for’ 
ourselves. It is a fact which no one 
any longer doubts, which no one Is 
any longer able to ignore, It is not 
an ordinary war, It is a revolution 
imposed by force of arms which 
threatens all men overywhere. It Js 
@ revolution which proposes not to 
act men free, but.-reduce them to 
slavery in tht interests of dictator- 
ship, which has already shown’ the 
nature and extent, and the advantage 
Which it hopes to obtain and which, 
dominates the lives of all of us. 

“In the face of the ‘danger ‘which’ 
confronts our {ime no indlvidunl re~ 
tains the right of : personal choice 
which free men’ enjoy in times of 
Peace. He has his first obligation to 
serve his country in whatever capa~. 
city his country finds. him useful,” 

Stating that only the people them- 
selves cun dra(t the President, Pre- 
sident Roosevelt sald that if such a 
draft should be made upon him he 
could only say In the utmost simpli- 
city: "I will, with God's help, con- 
tinue to ‘serve to the best of my 
obillly--and- with-the -ruliness-of “my” 
strongth, I shall not have the time, 
nor the inelination to engage In 
purely political debates,’ 

“Our Yves have been based on 
those fundamental freedoms and 
Uberties which we Amerleans have 
cherished for a century and a half," 


Dofence Of Government. 

Mr. Roosevelt said.that they must 
safeguard their institutions If it be- 
came necessary by the armed defence 
forces of the nation, 

Dealing with domestic affairs, Mr. 
Roosevelt said they had covered much 
of the road of the needs of human 
security, but much remained to be 
done.* He did not think the people 
wanted the gains made during the 
last seven years to be Tepealed or 
even placed. in the charge of those 
who would give them mere Up ser- 
vice. He. thought voters wanted the 
tasie of the future entrusted to those 
who believed that the words “human 
peterment ‘Qpplicd to poor and rich 

Mr. Roosevelt contlnued.—"I have 
4 sneaking suspicion, too, that voters 
will smile at charges of inefficlency 
igainst a Government which has 
boldly met the normal problems of 
banking, flnance, and industry, which 
the great, eMcient bankers and In- 
dustrlalists of the Republican Party 
left In such hopeless chaos fn the 
famous year of 1033." | ‘ 

Referring to the situation In Europo, 
Mr. Roosevelt described, the forms of 
government forced on many nations 
fn Europe og only. a “relapso -into 
ancient history.” He  continued.— 
“The omnipotent rulers of the greater 
part of modern Europe have 
guaranteed efficiency. and work on.a 
basis of security, but the alaves who 
built the pyramids for the glory of 
the dictator Pharoahs ‘of Egynt had 
that kind of oMeiency and security, 
that kind of g corporative state,

New Regulation Issued 
By Treasury 


London, July’ 19. 

Treasury regulations for the con- 
trol of sterling, promulgated to-day, 
wlll, in effect, restore the gold stand- 
ard with America, since theo New 
York. Federal Reserve Banke and the 
Bank of Englund will ‘now buy and 
sell sterling from ‘and to. registered 
accounts ut 4.025 ond 4,036 respec-
